WCMH-TV newsman Frank Seltzer 
said in a copyrighted report he has 
learned from “a highly placed com- 
mittee source” that Hoffa and two top

“According to information uncov- 
ered by the committee,” Seltzer said, 
“there are significant indications that 
Kennedy's murder was arranged and 
executed by members of organized 
crime and their friends.” 

He said the panel would name “Hof- 
fa and mobsters Carlos Marcello of 
New Orleans and Santos Trafficante 
of Miami as the three most likely par- 
ticipants in a conspiracy” to kill Ken- 
nedy.
